THE HOUSE. 
GEN. SHERMAN’S FRIENDS SAVE HIM FROM

Wasninoton, D. C., June 12.—The House of 
Representatives was quite modest in its demands 
upon the Treasury today on account of the 
public buildings. Only one new one was author- 
ized, and that is to cost only $75,000. It is to be 
built in Dallas, Texas. On motion of Mr. But- 
terworth, the House then proceeded to consider 
the Senate amendments to the Army Appropria- 
tion bit, the main point of difference be- 
tween the two Houses being whether the com- 
pulsory retirement of army officers shall take 
place at the age of @ or G4 years. 
The House, by a very large majority, 
adopted the former proposition. The Senate, 
by a small majority, adopted tne amendment 
fixing the age at 64 years. It is, of course, well 
enough understood that the Democratic anxiety 
to keep Gen. Sherman on the active list a couple 
of years longer is not inspired so much by love 
for Sherman as it is by 

HATRED OF SHERIDAN, 

who, after Sherman's retirement, will be at the 
beadof thearmy. The House Appropriations 
Committee recommended pon-concurrence in 
the Senate amendment. Reagan, of Texas, ex- 
Postmaster-General of the Southern Confed- 
eracy, moved, as an amendment, that the House 
concur in the Senate amendment, and supported 
it ma long, apparently earnest but wholly un- 
intelligible speech.

strued as to limit or restrict the retirement as 
herein provided for.“ 

KIDD’S TREASURE. ;-

Wasuinotonr, D. O., June II.—-A short bill was 
passed by the Senate last Friday which is of 
considerable importance to the Union Pacific 
system of railways, and especialiy to the Kausas 
Pacific Railroad Company. The Kansas Pacitic, 
although in possession of a whole grant of land 
of nearly four million of acres in Kansas and 
Colorado, has evaded the payment of local taxes 
on more than three millions vf acres by refus- 
ing to pay cost of survey by law. the patents 
are witbheld until the costs of survey bave been 
paid, and therefore the title to the land remains 
in the Government, 60 that State aud county 
taxes cannot be laid upon them and collected, 
Whenever a farmer buys any of the land 
and desires a patent, the company pays 
the costs of survey and procures one for 
bim. The Kansas Pacific's unpatented lands in 
Kansas are reported worth $13,000,000, and by 
methbeds already described State and counties 
are gape iver of $2,400,000 per annum in taxes. 
The bill passed by the Seuate provides that un- 
patented lands belonging not Only tu the Kansas 
Pacific 

BUT TO ANY OTHER COMPANY 
inthe Union Pacific system shail, after they 
have been surveyed and after the company has 
become entitied to receive the patent on 
payment of the cost of surveying, be sub- 
ject to State and Territorial taxes to the 
same extent as they would be if completely 
conveyed and patented to the companies. There 
are no publisbed statistics showing the number 
of acres granted to other roads in the Union 

Pacific system surveyed but not patented, 

and therefore pot subject to local taxation.

Distriet are nearly 
ready forthe convention tussie which ig to take 
place here July 13. All of the counties have ap- 
pointed delegates except Pulaska and Alexan- 
der, which will do so within the next two weeks. 
Randolph, Union, Pope, and Massac have in- 
structed their delegates to vote for Capt. John 
R. Thomas, the present ineumbent, which gives 
ulm c votes out of the necessary % to 
pominate. Johnson County, which bas fifteen 
delegates and a rae of its own in the 
person of Judge JameSon, will be for Capt. 
Thomas as second choice. Perry, which 
has eighteen delegates, has instructed for 
T. T. Fountain, of Du Quoin; Jackson, 
which bas twenty-two, for George W. Smith, its 
favorit son; and Williamson, with umeteon, for 
George W. Young, ite home candidate. Pulaski 
will have 2 and Alexander 16 votes in 
the convention. If Thomas can get 17 of 
them and keep what he has, together with 
Johnson's support, in case it 1s obliged to drop 
Dameron after a few complimentary ballots, he 
has the nomination within his grasp. Ir the op- 
position outside of Dameron, who is tied up and 
can’t deliver bis delegates even if be wanted to, 
were to combine on Smith, Fountain, or Young 
—and the tirst-named is more likely to be the 
mao—they would still peed 27 of Pulaski’s and 
Alexander's 28 votes in addition to tne 50 they 
pow cuntrol to secure the vuomination. 

The exeiting part of the contest, therefore, 
will centre in the prelimivuary skirmisbes in these 
two counties—in the primaries for the seiection 
of delegates to the County Conventiona, and in 
the latter for the selection of delegates to the 
Congressional.

JUDGE LYNCH. 


Execution of a Negro in South Caro- 
Hus for Outraging a Young Lady. 
—pectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. : 

CotumsBia, 8. C., June 12.—A young colored 
man named John Johnson was lynched near 
the Town of Rock Hill this morning between 1 
and 2 o'clock. He had been guilty of ravishing 
a young lady, and confessed his crime. A special 
dispatch from the scene of the outrage gives me 
the subjoined facts: Yesterday morning, be- 
tween 10 and II o'clock, Miss Alice McDowail, 
the 16-year-old daughter of one of the most re- 
spectahle and influential citizens of the town, 
was outin a field a short distance from Rock 
Hill, eating plums. A number of small children 
were scattered about the grove gathering 
fruit. Johnson, who was known to her, being 
a farm hand on ber father’s plantation, ap- 
proached her and began talking. He told her 
that just across a small stream the plums were 
better and more plentiful than where she was, 
and endeavored to persuade ber to accompany 
him. This she refused todo. He then caught 
der around the neck and tried to force her to 
the ground. She screamed and strugzied to dis- 
engage herself from the villain’s embrace, but 
he was powerful for her and she was dasbed 
to the enrth. The chiidren bearing tbe cries aud 
seeing the struggie, ran off for heip. While 
eg were gone Johnson overcame the poor girl 
and accomplished bis diabolical purpose. After 
finishing bis beilish act he fled, and when the 
children returved with three or four men and 
boys whom they bad intercepted on the way to 
ahurch the young woman was lying prostrate 
on the ground. As soon as the outrage became 
known the greatest excitement filled the town. 
The news spread fast, and the feeling 
of indignation showed itself in the face 
of every resident of the town. The girl 
was cared for, and then it was determined 
to bunt ner assailant down and hang him with- 
out Judge or jury. Parties of men and boys, 
armed to the teeth, started out to scour the 
country in all directions for the fugitive; but 
they soughtin vain, for the culprit bad con- 
cealed himself at home, and late in the evening, 
thinking none suspected him, he ventured out. 
He was immediately arrested and carried before 
his victim. She at once and without hesitation 
declared that he was the scoundrel who 
bad ruined her. Johnson denied the 
charge and asserted his innocence. A 
sbort while thereafter another witness rose 
against him. A young negro girl identified 
bim, and swore that she.saw him commit the 
outrage. He was placed in the jail and vigilant 
guards placed around his cell. The Town Mar- 
shail knew that the infuriated populace would, 
despite all be could do to prevent them, bang 
Jobnson before the dawn of another day, and be 
decided to wake only a ogee show of resistance. 
Shortly) after midnight Johnson was quietly 
taken from his place of confinement by a large 
crowd of men, and a rope was tied around his 
neck. He was then carried to the spot where 
be had done the deed, and then, realizing that 
dis d was se „de made a free aud full 
coufession, the rope was tied uround a large 
limb ofan oak, and the young criminal was 
adroitly hanged. His executioners, although 
novices in the art, performed the work very 
skillfully. His neck was broken and he died in 
twenty minutes. The lynchers then dispersed 
in au orderly manner and returnea to their 
homes. Johnson's body swayed backward and 
forward in the night air until some of his 
family came and cutitdown. The Coroner beld 
au inquest this afternoon over the dead body 
and the usual verdict was rendered. No effort will 
be made to arrest any of the lyncbers. The 
summary Visitation of death upon the young 
fiend is universally commended. 


A Half-Witted Fellow Hanged by a 
Gang of Railroad Laborers for Killing 
a Fellow-Workman.

THE BOY MURDERER. 


Young Tibbetts, the Minnesota Boy 
Murderer, said to Have Been Urged 
to Commit Crime by Mis Mother.

St. PAUL, Minn., June 12.—Additional facts in 
the Perham murder case are continually coming 
to light. Youug Tibbetts seems to have been a 
flend incarnate, and urged on in bis acts of 
wickedness by his mother. Since the lynching 
it transpires that he and a comrade had made a 
plan to wreck a Northern Pacific passenger- 
train by laying ties or some otber obstruction 
on the track. The scheme only failed from lack 
of sand in Tibbetts’ companion. Pubiic feeling 
against the boy's mother is very strong. She 
exhibited no signs of grief when told that 
her son was lynched, nor did she view 
the body, or seem to caretoseeit. The whole 
neighborhood is in great excitement, and shouid 
it be proved that the boy’s motber was really 
implicated in the crime there is little doubt she 
will bein great danger of the same fate that 
awaited her misguided son. A dispatch from 
Perbam indicates that the whole ‘Tibbetts family 
were engaged in the murderous picts. A Ho- 
neer-Press correspondent with Washington, 
brother of the Moorhead man, visited the home 
of Tibbetts at Red Eye. On nearing tke 
bouse the oldest boy, George, aged 13 
years, left, and started for the 
w After some conversation with the 
father, who is the only one in the family for 
whom there is felt any pity, the boy was bustied 
up by the parents, who upon being approached 
began to yell like a lunatic, begging for his 
mother to protect him. Atthis period another 
boy, still younger, was beard to remark: “ By 

-d. they can’t take me!” Mr. Washington 
began the examination of the boy George. He 
was asked what be knew about the mur- 
der, and was requested to teil what time it 
was John said be would kill those men if 
he couid getachance. His reply was: John 
told me on Thursday night; the same night the 
surveyor and his packer came in our bouse.”

There bas been considerable commotion raised 
in this eity during the past two weeks, on ac- 
count of the publication in the Commercial of an 
incident which bappened at the Grand Opera- 
House two weeks ago today, where an eXasper- 
ated husband led his wife out by herear.

My wife is not the only 
woman in Cincinnati who bas neglected ber 
children and ber household affairs to visit mati- 
nées once or twice every week, but there are 
hundreds of them, and it is time that busbands 
und fathers entered their protest against such 
practices, the result of whicb, in many cases, bas 
been the disruption of) families. I stood it as 
loug as | could. I bore with it uncompiaining! 
for years, and only when I saw babit 
was fastened upon my wifedid | ask her te 
desist; and wben 1 found that argument and 
entreaty did not avail I threatened to lead her 
out by ber ear. I did not even do that until I 
saw that our children Were allowed to roam the 
streets, meeting with serious acosdents. Then 
[ got angry, and though Mrs. Hayes, of Marys- 
ville, who is doubtless a very sweet woman, 
may not believe it, | then, for the first time in 
my life, used barsb language to my wife. In 
fact, [used cuss words like the devil: and where 
is there a man who would not have done the 
same under the same provocation? I would 
have been a sheep to have allowed the occur- 
rence to pass over without an effort to stop the 
practice, and I only did so as a last resort. I see 
that one lady correspondent wanted to know if 
there were no menu at the Grand that after- 
noon, or were they all ‘ cowards’ that they pe: 
mitted such an outrage. I teil you I would 
have made it pretty warm for aay man or body 
of men if they had attempted to stop me.“ 

How does your wife take it?” we next in- 
quired. 

“Ob, she is getting along ‘nicely. 
refers to it, and is better than ever.”

INGALLS, of Kansas, and Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, had a passage-at-arms in the Senate 
yesterday.

If he 
had been content to let it go without speech- 
making, it might have passed, after it had 
been taken up, in fitteen minutes—so Sen- 
ator Hoar said yesteruay. It is possible that 
the bill may yet be saved by the eleventh- 
hour exertions of Windom, Hawley, and 
other Senators who have more sense than 
Morgan. Windom said it would be a burn- 
ma disgrace to pass the bill in the 
amended shape—and so it would be. 
Either the money belongs to Japan, or 
it does not. If it does, the accretions, 
amounting now to $1,200,000, also belong to 
Japan. The fund was invested yy the State 
Department in United States bonds. It has 
never been covered into the Treasury, but 
has been held in trust for Japan. No line 
eah be drawn between the principal sum and 
the interest it has earned. Morrill’s feebie 
pretense that the prihcipal might be re- 
turned as a gratuity to Japan for the good 
eonduet of that country excited derision on 
all sides. It is not the business of the 
United States to make gratuities to other 
nations, or to reward good conduct in the 
family of nations. Either we owe this money 
or we do not. If we owe any of it we owe 
it all, arid it would be infinitly better that 
the bill should fail altogether than that the 
United States should be put in a position of 
compromising an honest debt. 


THE GREAT SUGAR FRAUDS. 

Col. Benton, in his “ Thirty Y ears in the Sen- 
ate, gives the history of one of the frauds 
practiced some years ago under the tariff on 
sugar. Rum was then one of the great arti- 
cles of manufacture, and with a view of en- 
couraging that infant industry the law al- 
lowed every manufacturer of rum a draw- 
back, or a return from the Treasury, of a 
sum of money equal to the duties supposed 
to have been paid by him on the sugar used 
by tim in the manufacture of rum. This 
was a wonderful incentive to the native in- 
dustry. It did not take long for the draw- 
backs to assume enormous proporiions, until 
at last the sworn return of the mianufactur- 
ers showed a consumption of imported sugar 
in the manufacture of rum for export greatly 
exceeding the entire imports of sugar for 
all purposes, and a drawback of duties far 
in excess of the duties collected on the sugar 
imported. 8 

The present tariff has produced a state of 
affairs identical in some things with the one 
detected and exposed forty years ago. 0 

Our present tariff provides for the importa- 
tion of sugars, and their taxation accordihg 
to a regulation adopted by an international 
conference in Europe some twenty yeurs 
ago. It also provides that when the Ameri- 
can manufacturer imports raw sugar and re- 
fines it he shall be allowed for so much of it 
as he exports a drawback from the Treasury 
equal to the amount of duties paid by him 
on the origina! materials, In 1864 an inter- 
national. convention was held to ascertain 
and fix the exact quantity of refined sugars 
that cau be manufactured from the various 
classes of raw sugar. This investigation re- 
sulted in the adoption of a rule that the color 
of the raw sugar should be the test of the 
saccharine richness, and for the government 
of the assessment of duties sugars were di- 
vided into a number of classes by their rela- 
tive color and by which their value was de- 
termined and the duty assessed. This was 
the origin of what is known as the Dutch 
standard of colors, on Which our sugar tariff 
was framed. That system was uulversally 
adopted and in use until within a few years, 
lien the avarice, if not dishonesty, of man 
introduced a new factor into the business. 
The reason why the standard of color was 
adopted is thus explained: 


The method of estimating the saccharine val- 
ue of raw sugare bas until the past few years 
been universally acknowledged ..s the fairest by 
which to judge, their intrinsic value of all meth- 
ods ever devised. Raw sugars were bought and 
sold by this system of Dutch types in every 
sugar market in the worid. Based as it is upon 
the principle that the element ot color in all 
sugars is intimately connected with that of sac- 
charine strength, and that “cane sugar is com- 
posed of pure sugar and molasses, and as pure 
sugar is white and molasses black, the mixture 
of tile 1 425 the other gives varyiig shades 
of color rding to the proportion of the ad- 
mixture“; and upon this color thé value of the 
crystallizable and non-crystallizabie sugar was 
determined, 

But color has now ceased to be any just 
indication of the quality or of the saccharine 
strength of sugar. Mr. S. E. Chamberlin, 
who has been detailed especially by the 
Treasury Department to investigate this 
business of sugar valuation, and the question 
of how drawbacks are successfully practiced 
under it, ina carefully prepared report on 
the subjeet thus explains how the color test 
has been defeated, and why it now serves 
as a protection to fraud on the revenue. 
He says: 

For sugars, however, which have undergone 
processes uuonatural to the long-established 
maoner of manufacturing sugar, this method 
ceases to estimate tpeir true value. In this 
class may be named the wWell-knuwn vacuum- 
pau centrifugal sugars, which are made express- 
ly for the United States markets, and adapted 
to suft the deficiencies of the present tariff. In 
these stigars we find a large amount of saccha- 
rine strength, without a corresponding quality 
of color. and a close examination shows them ta 
be semi-refined sugar, carrying oa the surface 
asmailamount of intensitied color, such as to 
impart to them an artificial dark appearance, 
different from what naturally belongs to sugars 
of their saccharine strengto. In fact, the molasses 
that gives the dark color to oatural-made sugars 
has been removed, and some artiticial dark color 
substituted. For sugars oi this class the system 
of Dutoh standard ¢veases to be available, and 
some means should be devised td ascertain the 
true, natural color, for which the apparent one 
has been substituted, in order to make an equi- 
table assesemeut of duty, and a just return in 
drawback on retined sugars ex ported. 


Seeretary Sherman labored vers earnestly 
to break tip this fraud. He insisted that 
“color” was only intended by law as one 
means of ascertaining the actual value of 
sugars, and that when this color was invent- 
ed for the purpose of fraudulently reducing 
tne taxable value of sugar, and a mere cover 
to import high-priced sugars at low values. 
it was his duty to defeat the fraud. He 
therefore adopted the use of the polariscope, 
by which the saceliarine strength of the su- 
gars could be ascertained without reference 
to thecolor. The importers resisted this ac- 
tion of the Secretary, and of an appeal to the 
courts it was held that, under the peculiar 
reading of the mw, the “color” and not the 
quality ot the sugar was made éxcilisively 
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he test of its for taxation purposes. 

© : - 
thé Congress which betrays so much anxiety 
to relieve the people from the tax on per- 
fumery tolerates the traud by which possibly 
$10,000,000 of revenue on sugar escape col- 
lection every year. 

Now. however, the old “drawback” fraud 
is revived, and it is assuming immense pro- 
portions. Under the color test of sugar, No, 
7 is the lowest in value. This sugar is black- 
ened artificially to reduce it to this grade. It 
is largely semi-refined sugar, and all that the 
refiner has to do is to Wash this artificial 
color out. The law provides that thereshall 
bo allowed on all articles wholly manufact- 
ured of materials imported, on whieh duties 
have been paid when exported, a drawback 
equal in amount to the duty paid on such ma- 
terials, and no more; secondly, that means 
shall be adopted or devised to ascertain the 
just proportion of refined sugar upon which 
the import duty should be repaid if draw- 
back.” The rate of duties prescribed by the 
tariff reads as follows: 

On sugars, No. 7 color and under, a duty 
of 1% cents per pound and 25 per cent of its 
value: on sugar above No. 7 and not above 
No. 10,2 cents per pound and per cent on 
value: on sugars above No. 10 and not above 
No. 13, 24¢ cents per pound and 2 per cent 
of its value; above No. 13 and not above No. 
16, 234 cents per pound and 25 per cent of its 
value: above No. 16 to No. 20, 3d cents per 
pound and 2% per cent of its value; above 
No. 20, 4 cents per pound and 2% per cent of 
its value. In addition to the specific rates 
per pound, it will be seen that the additional 
rate of duty according to value becomes of 
great’ importance in the matter of draw- 
backs. 

The average duty paid on sugars of No. 7 
and under is 2.18 cents per pound, and the 
average yield of sugar from this quality is 
only 1 per cent less of hard sugar than Is 
cotitained in the refined sugar, ranked as 
loaf, exported. The average rate demanded 
as adrawback on sugar for export is 5.15 cents 
per pound. So thé raw sugar that goes into the 
refinery pays 2.18 cents per pound, and pro- 
duces 99 per cent of refined hard sugar for 
export, on which the refiner obtains a draw- 
back of 3.18 cents per pound, or one cent a 
pound more than he pafd as duty on the 
sugar. Mr. Chamberlin, Speaking of this, 
furnishes several practical illustrations. He 
says: 

It willbe seen that sugars are exported for 
the benetit of drawback showihg as low saccha- 
rine strength as the lowest test of raw sugars; 
and refined sugars of the biguest test, receiving 
highest drawback, 3.18 per pound, show but one- 
bait of 1 per cent more saccharine streneth than 
ruw sugar paying the lowest rate of duty, 2.18 
per pound. 

in order to fully illustrate the practical work- 
ings of the present rates of drawback, as applied 
to sugars imported into the country for refining 
and export, together with the great disadvantage 
under which the Government is laboring tu or- 
der co comply with the express stipulations of 
the statutes, that the drawlacks shall not ex- 
ceed the duties paid on the raw material from 
which the manufactured articie is produced 
(Rey. Stats., Sec. 3,019), the following invoices of 
sugars, taken from among a number received 
by some of our largest importers, are herewith 
submitted, the entire cargo being included in 
each case:

eases of this kind were cited, ineluding some 
from New York and Philadelphia. 


It willbe seen that the sugar which pays 
the lowest possible duty because of its color, 
produces when washed in the refinery an 
equal weight of refined hard sugar, and un- 
der the law the Secretary of the Treasury 
has to pay the refiner a bounty of one cent 
per pound in addition to refunding him 
the duties paid in the rst instance. The 
Treasury is, therefore, robbed by the color 
fraud, and is again robbed by the demand for 
drawbacks. How much glucose is exported 
as refined sugar upon which the Treasury 
pays a drawback is something which possibly 
defies examination.

THE PACKED TARIFF COMMISSION. 

When the Tariff Commission is examined 
in detail, the partiality shown in its composi- 
tion becomes very plain. The first noticeable 
thing is, that two-ninths of the whole com- 
mission have been allotted to the wool-manu- 
facturing and wool-growing interests. 
Hayes, of Massachusetts, is Secretary of the 
Wool-Manufacturers’ Association, and editor 
of the trade newspaper. There are but 
161,000 persons employed in woolen manu- 
factures in this country, while there are 
7,700,000 employed in agriculture. Why should 
the former class be represented in the Tariff 
Commission, and the latter class not? There 
are 28,000 more persons employed in cotton 
manufactures than in woolen manufactures. 
Yet the former are not represented in the 
commission. The reason is, that the cotton 
manufacturers are regarded by the ultra- 
tariff men as too liberal. Weare beginning 
to send cotton abroad in large quantities. Itis 
not long since that we exported $3,500,000 
worth of cottonjgoods to Chinaina single year 
and sold them there in open competition with 
British merchants. The cotton-manufactur- 
ers have au immense advantage in au untaxed 
raw material. The woolen manufacturers 
donot have the same advantage. Hence 
they must haveaman on the Tariff Com- 
mission to watch the wool-growers, and the 
wool-growers must have a man to watch 
them. 

The selection of the President of the Na- 
tional Wool-Growers’ Association as another 
member of the commission is a peculiar 
tribute to the power of this protected indus- 
try. The total wool-clip of 1880 was valued 
at $71,000,000. The crop of Indlan ¢orn was 
worth $580,000,000, or more than eight times as 
much as the wool; the wheat crop was worth 
$497,000,000, or seven times as much: the bat 
crop was Worth $120,000,000, or one and one- 
half times as much; the hay crop was worth 
$330,000,000, or more than four times as 
much. We do not find, however, that corn, 
or wheat, or oats, or hay had one represent- 
ative chosen to sit in the Tariff Commission. 
Is it not evident that the committee was 
made up of persons to be benefited, and not 
impartially selected, as it should have been, 
from the whole body of taxpayers ? 

Another odd appointment was that of: 
Kenner, a Louisiana sugar-planter. The 
whole value of the domestic sugar crop of 
the United States in 1880 was about $14,000,- 
000, whereas we imported of foreign sugars 
in that year $68,000,000 worth. But the sugar- 
refiners were passed over, while the sugar- 
planters were given one-ninth of the com- 
mission. 

The indecency of appointing Henry Oliver, 
a large tron-mauufacturer, to a place on the 
commission is obvious. His pectniary in- 
terest in the legislation which the commis- 
sion will recommend is of such a nature that, 
if he were a member of Congress, and had a 
Spark of honorable or manly feeling, he 
would have to refrain from voting on the bill. 
Apropos of the iron and steel interests, it is 
proper to notice that they employ but 140,000 
hands, all told, and pay average wages, in- 
cluding salaries for superintendence, of only 
$1.50 per diem. The 32,000 iron-miners, who 
work like slaves underground. are paid an 
average of but 81 per diem. Yet we are told 
that these 140,000 employés enjoy sach price- 
less privileges under the present tariff sys- 
tem that they are entitled to be represented 
on the commission by one of their close 
fisted employers, a man of immense wealth, 
Wulle 7,700,000 bersous Who helb to pay the 


Ambler, of Ohio, an attorney of the protect- 
ed classes, who recelved his appointment 
through the urgency of Congressman Me- 
Kinley, and probably believes with him in a 
tariff for protection with incidental revenue, 
Underwood, of Georgia, isa gentieman who 
has been captured with the idea of establish- 
ing cotton and iron industries in the Southern 
States. 

It is not necessary to recite the personal 
business associations of thé members of the 
commission at greater length. They are all 
the agents or attorneys of the protected 
classes, and represent less than 7 per cent 
of the population of the country. What 
they do represent is the power of or- 
ganized capital, but even in this re“ 
spect they are not impartial. It will 
be observed, for example, that the importers 
have no representative in the commission. 
The immense iransportation interests of the 
country have vo representation. In short, 
the commission has been chosen from the 
select few who, on account of their business 
relations, are the least able to consider ques- 
tions of tariff taxation In a calm and judicial 
spirit. It must be said, however, that these 
classes are not represented by their best 
men. Neither in character nor in attain- 
ments has the commlsslon Come up to the ex- 
pectations of those who advocated it honestly 
in or out of Congress.

REDUCTION IN POSTAL RATES. 

The advices from Washington indicate 
that the projeet for reducing the rates of 
postage is favorably regarded, and it may be 
that the measure providing for such re- 
duction can be passed before the end of the 
present session. If it be true that the postal 
revenues for the current year promise a sur- 
plus of $1,000,000, then the time has come 
when a two-cent rate on letter postage may 
be safely tried. It was never contemplated 
that the Govefument postal system should be 
a source of profit. The most that is desired 
is that the service should be self-sustaining, 
and the experience of the past in this and 
other countries warrants the expectation that 
a reasonable reduction in rates brings about 
suflicient inerease Of business to offset in 
large part the abatement in charge. Iu other 
words, the bulk of the revenue is not ma- 
teriaily reduced, and may be increased, by 
the reduction in rates, and the increase in 
expenses is much less in proportion than the 
aided revenue by reason of the reduction. 

But it is clear that the reduction in rates 
dught to be confined to letter postage. The 
movement is now embarrassed by two prop- 
ositions which look very much like jobs. 
One of these is to carry newspapers and 
magazines free, and the other is to adopt a 
secret card, to be carried for one cent like 
the present open postal-card. If these prop- 
Ositions shall be adopted as à part of the 
scheme for reanction, they will render it a 
failure and make the postal service again a 
serious charge upoh the Government. 

There is no reason why newspapers and 
magazines should be carried free. They ate 
bulky and heavy, and contribute largely to 
the expenses of the service. They are al- 
ready carried at a very low rate when 
shipped in bulk as second-class matter, and 
the general public would gain nothing by 
tree transportation thereof. Newspapers 
and magazines would be delivered no more 
cheaply to subscribers than they are now, 
and certainly the publishers of newspapers 
and magazines have no claim upon the Gov- 
ernment for gratuitous service. When 
the newspapers urged upon Congress 
the abolition of the duty upon wood- 
pulp they presented a reasonable and proper 
claim because they asked that the raw ina- 
terial used in the manufacture .of white 
paper should be admitted free of duty—a 
principle which is more essential to the en- 
couragement of manufacturing than any 
other. But newspapers and magazines, 
though denied their rights, are not entitled 
to gratuities or subsidies at the hands of the 
Government. They should pay the full cost 
of their transmission through the mails, and 
those publishers who favor the free trans- 
portation of their wares assume the charac- 
ter of public paupers begging for gratuitous 
service at the expense of the taxpayers. 
Such a proposition ought not to be enter- 
tained for a moment. 

The suggestion of a patent flap postal-card 
which can be closed and sealed, to be carried 
at the same rate as the present postal-card, 
is merely a device for evading the regular 
letter postage. Itis probably urged in the 
interest of the owners of the patent, whoev- 
er they may be, but it would amount in ef- 
fect to a reduction of letter postage in the 
mass to one cent—a proposition which would 
not be accepted if submitted frankly to Con- 
gress on its merits. The great bulk of Dusi- 
ness-letters can be written on the space 
which these sealed postal-carda would fur- 
nish, and they would thus become the staple 
form for commercial correspondence. The 
patentees of this new device might make a 
fortune out of it, but the Government would 
be practically cheated out of one cent post- 
age on every letter transmitted in that shape. 

The reduction in postage ought to be Um- 
ited for the present to letter-postage, and in 
no case should any class of mail matter be 
carried free. Unless reduction shall be urged

Tux President is fortutiate in having an 
opportunity, to correct in part the great 
blunder which he made in the appointment 
of the Taritf Commission. Two of the per- 
sons chosen as Commissioners have resigned. 
If their places shall be supplied by men of 
National reputation who are not retained 
advocates of special interests it will be pos- 
sible to repel, with a show of sincerity, the 
accusation that the commission has been 
packed and its verdict determined before- 
hand. The New York Tribune of yesterday 
says that the country will not tolerate put- 
ting ‘“* free-trade doctrinaires” on a tariff 
commission. But the question is not whether 
free-trade doctrinaires shall go upon the com- 
mission or not. The question is, whether the 
whole people shal) be fairly represented in 
the composition of a commission to revise the 
taxes. This is 4 matter of taxation, and the 
right of all classes to participate in the de- 
cision of it cannot be gainsaid. It is a right 
older than the Government. The effort to 
provide a system of taxation for the many 
by the votes of the few is more repugnant to 
American ideas than any lawful movement 
for the abolition or reduction of taxes can 
possibly be. The Tariff Commission ap- 
pointed by the Président was composed 
chiefly of à restricted class of producers. 
There was no representation ot the consuin- 
ing classes. The theory on which the com- 
mission was made up seemed to be that 
the tariff was, as Gen. Hancock said it 
was, “a local issue,” and that it con- 
cerned only the persons benefited by it. 
No account was taken of those Who 
believe they are injured by it. Now, it is a 
violent a4ssuin phon that a decision of a ques- 
tion of this magnitude must be intrusted to 
persons who have an immediate personal 
and pecuniary ititerest in the result. With 
what propriety.can the revision of the tariff, 
Which affects the welfare of every man, 
woman, and child in the United States, be 
inttusted exclusively to a few favored repre- 
sentatives of the manufacturing, mechanical,

NATIONAL REGULATION OF RAULWATS. 


It is now generally conceded that nothing 
will be done at the present session of Con- 
gress to establish a National supervision over 
the railway service. The hope of such legis- 
lation has been so long deferted as to be dis- 
eouraging to those who feel the tightened 
grasp of the monopoles, but it is just as well 
that no action be taken as to commit the Gov- 
ernment to the ineffective scheme upon 
which the Commerce Committee have finally 
agreed. The prolonged -inaction of that com- 
mittee and the lame and impotent conclusion 
which it reached at last warrant the sus- 
picion that it has been disinclined from the 
first to provide any remedy for the abuses of 
rallway management or the protection of the 
public interests. 

The rejection of Judge Reagan’s bill can 
be justified by the circumstance that 
it contained no provision for a com- 
thission and that it laid down valu- 
able rules without providing the ready 
means fot enforcliz them. But the agree- 
ment upon a bill which sets up a commission 
and endows it with no other power than that 
of investigating and reporting to Congress is 
in no sense an Improvement upon Judge 
Reagan’s bill of riglits without an executive 
power. This is the sort of scheme which the 
Commerce Committee has reported as the re- 
sult of several months’ consideration. It 
reeommends the appointment of three Com- 
missioners, to hold office five years at a salary 
of #7,500 a year each, whose business it shall 
be to collect testimony in regard to @xtor- 
tion and discrimination, and submit it to Con- 
gress as the basis of future legislation. This 
planseems to be modeled upon the Tariif- 
Commission scheme and designed to post- 
pone remedial legisiation for at least five 
years, the term during which the Commis- 
sioners are to hold offiee. The idea 
that a commission should be em- 
ployed in gathering detailed evidence in 
regard to excessive charges and discrimina- 
tions merely to report a mass of such cases 
to Congtess where they would never be ex- 
amined seemsto be a puerile sort of pro- 
ceeding, and it can liave no other object than 
to cohfuse and delay the whole matter. A 
commission empowered to discover abuses 
dught to be endowed at the same time with 
authority to eorrect them accurding to the 
plain principles of justice, reserving in cer- 
tain cases and under proper conditions the 
right of appeal to the United States courts. 
This is the theory of the English Railway 
Coinniission and of the Ulinois State Com- 
mission, and it is the plan which the Com- 
merce Committee would have recommended 
if it had been properly enlisted in the publie 
welfare. 

The people may be thankful that no time 
will be found at the present session of Con- 
gress to press the bill which the Commerce 
Committee have decided upon. It is not 
worth consideration. If Judge Reagan’s bill 
was a headless one because it omitted the 
commission feature, this committee billisa 
soulless one because it omits the authority 
necessary to enable a Natioual commission 
to be of service to the public. It is possible 
that this same Congress will be confronted 
next winter with a more formidable public 
sentiment about this matter. If this country 
shall produce an abundant Crop this summer, 
the railroads will probably take advantage 
of it to renew their policy of extortion and 
discrimination, and to rob both the producer 
and the consumer of the benefits which would 
be distributed among all classes upon a 
basis of reasonable and fair charges for 
transportation. lu such an event there will 
be a great popular protest which Congress 
cannot satisfy by any proposition to investi- 
gate in the course of five years. 

—— 
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NO PARTICULAR reason lias been assigned 
for ex- Vice-President Wheeler's refusal to 
serve as Chairman of the Tariff Commission, 
but it is not difficult to guess at an explana- 
tion. Mr. Wheeler is probably unwilling to 
accept office under the present Administra- 
tion. Though in many respects answering 
to the proper definition of a Stalwart Reptib- 
lican, he was never reatly to approve of the 
machine method by which the Cotikling and 
Arthur faction have run New York politics, 
and he is probably not willing now to be 
identified with an Administration which 
seems in every way disposed to indorse the 
machine system, Mr. Wheeler is not an 
aggressive man, but his character commands 
universal respect wherever le is known, and 
he is just the sort of man who, under the 
right conditions, could make a most effective 
protest against the domination of the spoils 
system in New York State. It may be that 
he prefers to hold himself free for an emer- 
gency in his State rather than tacitly indorse 
the present Administration by accepting of- 
fice under it. 


——— 
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Tun inflexibility of the rules of etiquet 
which prevail in Oriental courts is admirably 
Illustrated in the negotiations which are now 
pending between the Special Commissioners of 
India and the Burmese Embassy. The London 
Standard states the pomts at issue as follows: 

The Indian Government requires that all trade 
movopolies, with the exception of those on tim- 
ber, Carth-oll, and precious stones, shall be 
abolished forever; t the Resident shall be 
entitled to be reveived with all the tmiirks of re- 
spect customary among * pape nations; that 
bis Safety Shall be euaranteed; and that all pos- 
sible facilities shall be given to trade by are- 
duction of the obstructive Burmese duties and 
by a permission ta open up new trade routes. 
The especial requirement of the Hurmese is 
permission to import arms and munitions of 
war, and to facilitate the effectual carrying out 
of the mutual obligation and agreements they 
propose the reéstablishinent of Resident at Man- 
dalay and the resumption generally of amicable 
diplomatic relations. 

Every one of these important issues now 
hangs upon a single point of etiquet, which 
seems, at least to Western ideas, ridiculous. 
The Indian Government bas made it a sine qua 
non that the Burmese Court shall not compel 
the Resident to appear before it with bis boots 
off, and the Burmese Court at last accounts 
would not coneede the point. It was either 
boots off or nothing. In such a climate as Bur- 
mah one would think that boots ou would be 
preferable to boots off, but the drunken beast 
who rules Burmah does not think that way, and 
insists that the Resident shall call upon dim iu 
his stock ings.

A RECENT article in the Deutsche Indus- 
trie Zeitung on European postal trailic in 1480 
shows that the total number of articles sent was 
6,206,577,592. Letters and postal- cards were in 
the proportion of 61.3 per cent; newspapers, 
22.9; book- puckets and patterns, 16.8. Engiand 
was first, with 27.2 per cent of the whole: Ger- 
many second, with 26.3 percent: France third 
with 19.6 per cent. Nearly everywhere there 
was an incréase of letters and postal-curds per 
bead of the population. A curious estimate 
shows that in England each inhabitant allows 
ten days between two letters: in Switzerland, 
two weeks; in Germany, twenty days; to Russia, 
280 days; in Bulgaria, about three years. There 
were 55,479 post-aflices in 1880—an uverage of 
one to every 5,858.9 inhabitants. In Switzerland 
the way to a post-office is on an average one and 
one-half miles, but in Russia it is twenty-two 
miles. The employés numbered 25065. The 
postal traffic has increased 58.8 per cent in eight 
years, and in the whole of Europe the surpius is 
about $27,000,000.

The Monster Dictionary. 
Temple Bar. 

The general editorship was undertaken by 
Herbert Coleridge, but he died on the very 
threshold of the undertaking, and his death is 
said to have been the first great blow to the 
es je He was succecded in the editor- 
ship by F. J. Furnivail, and for several vears the 
work of reading, extracting, arranging, and sub- 
eciting was conducted with zeal. But the zeal 
appears to have been of short duration. The 
cause of the decline is attributed to the atten- 
tion of the promoters having been diverted by 
the early Engiish text and other societies, aad to 
the fact that there was no immediate prospect 
of surmounting the financial difficulties of pre- 
paring and pablishing the Work on the vast scale 
to which the accumulating materials showed that 
it would extend. A few of the “readers.” how- 
ever, continued working. They realized the 
value of the undertaking; they possessed a large 
amount of enthusiasm, and when Dr. Murray 
was appointed editor nearly twotons of mate- 
rial were banded over to him. The renewa) of 
the dictionary scll@me began in 1876, and in 
March, 1879, an agreement was entered into with 
the delegates of the Clarendon Press, in the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, whereby the Philological So- 
ciety’s materials are now bemg employed for a 
dictionary which will preserve all the essential 
features of that projected by the leaders of this 
society twenty years ago, but will be cotrsidera- 
bly more extensive. Shortly after his appoint- 
ment, the editor issued an appeal to the Engtisb- 
speaking and the Engilish-reading public for 
“readers.” To this avpeal chiy 165 responses 
were received. Inthe following year, however, 
the number rose to 754, some of whom 
read six, eight, ten, and twelve books. 
Altogether 1568 books were undertaken 
during the second year, and 94 finished 
As showing the industry and enthusiasm of 
some of the readers,“ it may be mentioned 
that of the 961,670 slips supplied to the editor, 
11,000 came from one “redder,” 11,350 from an- 
other, and 19,200 from a third. In order to 
classify them properly and keep them safely 
the editor has erected an iron building in his 
yee This is his workshop, or, as he calls it, 

is lexicographical laboratory. This is fitted up 
with shelves and Over 1,000 pigeon-holes. Every 
one of the siips or quotations for each word 
passes through five hands, and four assistants 
are constantly employed sorting and classifying 
the materials as they sre received. Dr. Murray 
speaks in high terms of the interest taken in the 
dictionary by Americans, and does not hesitate 
to aay that he finds in them an ideal love for 
the English language. He writes that the num- 
ber of professors in American universities and 
colleges whore reading for the dictionary is 
very large. He adds: “We have bad no such 
help from any college or university in Great 
Britain.” The editor says it is marvelous, and, 
to the inexperienced, incredible how dictiona- 
ries and encyclopedias simply copy each other. 
He gives several illustrations of this statement, 
and declares that the philological society's die- 
tionary will tacitiy insert no word merely bo- 
cause it is given in another dictionary. Remind- 
ing his contributors that some of the mest valu- 
able contributions consist of odd slips for rare 
words, he expresses a bope that no one will en- 
courage the slovenly habit of fancying that if 
he nepleets a word when it strikes him some- 
body else will be sure to pick it up. He states 
that he never reads the leading articles in the 
daily papers without finding some word worth 
extracting. A striking idea of the completeness 
of the dictionary may be formed when we saj 
that the word “abyss” occupies not fewer 
than 44 The materials, if com- 
pleted uniform’ with the most adranced 
portions, giving a full sentence quotation to 
each word, sense and authority,would fill a work 
ofiwelve quarto volumes of 2.00 pages each, 
but by reducing the quotations to short sent- 
tences, clauses or pbrases of a line or a line and 
a half, sufficient to illustrate the meaning of the 
word and complete the sense without altering 
nuy other essential feuture of the dictionary, it 
has been estimated that it may be comprised in 
less than 7,000 quarto pages of the size of M. Lit- 
tré's Freoch Dictionary, making a work of one 
anda half times the size of that, or more than 
four times the size of Webster—say, to four 
thick volumqs quarto. It is expected that it wil! 
be completed in ten years; and the first part of 
400 pages, containing tho letter A,“ will, it is 
hoped, be ready this year.

THE CASE OF GUTERMUTH, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Triduns.

There are some peculiar 
phases connected with it. The deliberateness 
and territic force of the assault would seemingly 
suggest a deeper motive than the trivial provo- 
cation which it ia alleged preceded the attack, 
but the reticence of the injured man has left 
his friends as weil as the officers ot the law in 
the dark on many points connected with the sad 
affair. That a large and physically powerful 
young man should be attacked in the street by 
an ordinary loafer and almost murdered on the 
spot for no other cause than revenge for some 
fancied affront does not seem reasonable, and

THE STORY MADE PUBLIC, 
Mr. Gutermuth and Mrs. D. 8. Hawkes were 
walking up Seventh avenae, between Fifty-sixth 
and Fifty-seventt streets, about 2 o’clock in the 
morning, when au unknown man, pretending to 
believe that the couple were laughing at tim, be- 
gan ati assault upou Mr. Gutermuth which was 
completed with murderous violence by a second 
man who came from the opposit side of the street 
The fact that no attempt was made 
to rob the young man shows that 
the blows were not struck by thieves in search 
of plunder, and the additional fact that no dis- 
position was shown to molest Mrs. Hawkes in- 
dicates that all of the resentment was against 
Mr. Gutermutb alone. One of the most surpris- 
ing features of the case is that no efforts were 
made by the injured man or bis friends to se- 
cure the detection and punishment of the assail- 
aunts. 
THE INVESTIGATIONS 

that were set on foot today failed to elicit any 
facts which would throw light on the identity 
of the murderers or their motives for assault- 
ing Mr. Gutermuth,but considerable information 
was obtained abuut the deceased gentlemen and 
his friends and the nature of the inquiries ia- 
Hicted. Mrs. Hawkes, who was with Mr. Guter- 


muth at the time he was assailed, lives in an ;

THE TYPE-FOUNDERS., 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New York, June 12.—Strikes were berun to- 
day in the type founderics of James Connor's 
Sons and Farmer, Little & Co. In the foundry of 
the first named firm the casters, dressers, and 
single rubbers quit work, while lu Farmer, Little 
& Co.'s foundry only the single rubbers struck. 
Altogether there are about eighty-five men out 
on strike, but their action has suspended the 
work in other departments. Thestrikers are all 
members of the Type Founders’ Protective 
Union. About six weeks ago the union decided 
to make a demand for the renewal of the wages 
paid in 1873, or what would be equivalent 
to an increase of 15 per cent on present rates.

The union decided to al- 
low each” shop to make the demand for 
itseif, in conformity to the wishes of 
the employers, the result being — 
erally unsatisfactory, Connor's Sons 
offering to compromise by granting an increase 
of 10 per cent, with certain objectionable condi- 
tions, while Farmer, Little & Co. stated that 
iney would pay an increase on certain kinds of 
type, but desired two weeks’ time to consider 
the matter. Early iast week the workmen noti- 
fied their employers that if the increase was 
not granted on Saturday night they would ou 
strike today. Those employed iu other foun- 
dries have made the demand, but

CREASE. 

They believe it is unnecessary for them to join 
the movement, as the result in Connors’ Sons’ 
and Farmer, Little & Co.'s foundries will be fol- 
lowed by the rest of the employers, Farmer, 
Little & Co. hired about 100 unskilled laborers, 
whom they propose to teach the trade, agreeing 
to pay them each $1 a day until they have 
learned it. The same experiment was tried, 
bowever, during the strike of 1873, and Was 
given up after a three days’ trial. The striking 
work men are confident of the success of the 
strike,

STARVED TO DEATH. 


Mary Cohniers in the Tomb for Caus- 
ing the Death of a Boy Committed to 
Her Care.

Precinct, was told that a little boy 
was being poorly cared for at No. 501 West For- 
ty-third street. He went to the house, and in an 
ili-furnished rear basement room, lying upon 
some struw, the child was found. His body was 
very much emaciated, and his limbs were wast- 
ed and shrunken: and only the uncommon 
brightness of his eyes gave evidence wat life 
was not already extinct. There were present 
with bim Mrs. Murphy, the tenaut of the room, 
and Mary Conuers, a girl of 16, ae told the po- 
liceman that the chlid had been left in charge of 
ber mother about eight months before. Mrs. 
Murpby said she knew nothing of the Vonners 
family except that they bad crayed shelter of 
her for a brief time, and had only been two days 
with her. The olticer finding the little boy too 
wenk to take any notirishment, took him to the 

dlice station, ahd from there he was curried to 
toosevelt Hospital, where he died on the next 


day. 

Stirs. Conners was arrested at once. She stated 
that the boy had been left in her charge by his 
mother, whose name was either McUarthy or 
Riley, and who stipulated that she would pay $1 
a week for its board. The child had been with 
here eight months, and its mother bad never re- 
turned, nor had she ever heard of her since. 
Little “Georgy” had sore eyes when he was 
brougtit to her; otherwise be was in good health. 
She denied starving him. and said that be got as 
much to eat ds the rest of the family. Ooroner 
Herrman committed her to the Tombs, and is- 
sued a warrant for the arrest of Mrs, McCarthy. 
The warrant was placed in the bands of Capt. 
Killilea, but ne bas been unable to find the 
woman. The inquest bad been postponed from 
time to time in order that the mother might be 
found. 

Superintendent Jenkins and Officer Wilson, of 
the Society for the Prevention of Crueity to 
Children, testitied that the child died of neglect 
and starvahon. Photographs taken after his 
death were shown to the jury. The body was 
Almost a skeleton. Other witnesses testified to 
the drunken babits of Mrs. Conners and ber 
ill-treatment of the child. When asked by the 
Coronet if she desired to make a statement, Mrs. 
Conners said: 

“TI did not mean to misuse the child. I gave 
bim what I had. I did not huve anything to 
give him.“ 

When asked why she did not take the child to 
the police-station or the charity-bospital sehe 
professed ignorance of those places. e jury 
brought in a verdict that death was due to neg- 
lect ana starvation omnes by Mrs. Conners. The 
Coroner recommitt her to the Tombs to await 
the action of the grand jury in default of $3,000 


bail. 

“it is one ot the most heartiess cases | ever 
knew.” said the Coroner, and she ought to get 
at least seven years.”’ 

Mrs. Murphy stated to a Tribune reporter yes- 
terday when the Coonerses were with ber 
the child was in sucha pitiable condition that 
she asked the daughter, Mary, to give him some 
milk. On, be don't want anything,” was the 
petulent repiy. Mrs.Murphy then undertook to 
feed him, but be was too far gone to eat or 
speak. Mrs. Conners would goaway and leave 
him in charge of her daughter. 

At No. 531 West Forty-third street. where the 
Conuerses lived a month before the death of lit- 
tie George, the other tenants declared that the 
whole house stood in dread of the family, es- 
pecially of Mrs. Conners. She was drunk nearly 
ali the time, and quarreled with ber husband and 
children, who were as noisy and disorderly as 
herself. None of the tenants ever saw the child 
until the day he was carried from the house, 
‘for he was kept in tbe room, Out at times they 
heard his pititul cries, and once Mrs. Conners 
son had been beard to say: “ While you are 
spending your money in whisky you are starv- 
ing that child. What do I care, I am not the 
child’s mother,” was the vicious reply. e 
police are still searching for the child’s mother.

CASUALTIES. 


Terrific Collision Between Two Salling 
Ships Near Cape Clear. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

PortsmMouTH, June 12.—Information has been 
received from William L. Dodge, of this city, 
mate of the sup Harvey Milis, of Thomaston, 
Me., at the time she had the disastrous collision 
with the British bark Etta, which gives fuller 
particulars of the affair than have yet been 
published. it appears that on Sunday morning, 
May 21. about half-past II o'clock, when the 
ship, then bound to New York, was only thirty- 
six miles out of Liverpool and about sixty 
miles southward of Cape Ciear, the two vessels 
without the slightest warning came to- 
gether with a terrific crash, the concus- 
sion being 80 great that everybody on 
board supposed for the moment that a hurricane 
had struck the ship. Instantly there was a 
deafening crash, and before the men on either 
vessel bad a chance to know what the cause was 
the heavy iron foremastof the Etta, together 
with everything attached thereto, stru the 
deck, smashing everything in its way, tearing 
the woodwork like 80 much tissue-paper, knock- 
ing large boles in the planking, and causing 
such other irreparable mage that the Etta 
soon after went down, nothing whatever 
being saved from her but a few effects 
of little value belonging to her Captain and 
crew, who managed to save’ themselves only 
after the most hazardous experience. 
vey Mills was struck on the stern with the 
force of a batter ram, carrying away her jib- 
boom, bending her planking, abd opening her 
seams so badiy that she was only saved from 
sinking by incessant work at the pumps for days 
and nights in succession, her own crew being re- 
lieved at intervals by the men from the sunken 
bark, the water all the time gaining upon them. 
After the most extmusting labors by all 
ou board the ship was finally 
worked into Crook Haven, where the services 
of thirty men were required to assist in keeping 
her afloat. Here a telegram was sent to Queens- 
town for tow-boats to take the ship to rk, at 
which port she arrived May 25. e men were 
nearly exhausted. never leaving the pumps from 
the time of the collision. r. Dodge’s watch 
was below at the time of the collision, and bis 
account of the disaster and its disastrous results 
reads like romance. The Harvey Miils will re- 
pair at Cork probably. 


Drowning of a Men and His Wife.

The Cadets Given Their Diplomas—A 
Speech by Gen. Sherman Stating that 
He Mas Served Forty Wears in the 
Army. 

West Point, N. V., June 12.—The exercises at- 
tending graduating-day at the West Point Mili- 
tary Academy took place on the green in front 
of the library. Gen. Howard, Commandant of 
the department, introduced Gen. Horace Porter. 
Chairman of the Board of Visitors, who put the 
boys in good humor by some bappy remarks, 

Gen. Howard then presented the diplomas, 
each graduate as he responded to his name be- 
ing loudly applauded. Col. Elwell 8. Otis. 
Twentieth Infantry, made the address of the 
day, and was followed by Senator Harrison ana 
Representative Blackburn, each of whom made 
a short and seasonable address. 

Gen. Sherman was then presented and bad a 
most cordial recepuon. He told fhe graduates 
that if he had them ia a section-room be would 
talk to them like a father. He thought they had 
been favored with good sound advice by the pre- 
vious speakers. With his whole heart he wel- 
comed them into the brotherhood of the army, 


and, with Senator Harrison, he charged them not 
to gambie nor drink, and added: “It is a usual 
practice in the army to abstain from those vices. 
Those of us in New York and other places 
look to Arizona, to the Far West, for exampies 
ot refinement and culture, and for sob 
That's what makes them move 80 slow out there.”

One day when Prince Louls Napoleon was 
President of the French Republic an elderly sew- 
ing-womwan, one Angelique Beltoige, homely, 
uglettered, silent and sulitary iu her habits, 
und with apparentiy no thought beyond her 
daily drudgery, preseuted herself before ber 
employers, her face glowing as if it bad been 
trunsugured.

Sec 2. The present claimed owners shall be 
compensated for any proven rights of property 
D purtenances,machinery,furai- 
ture, fixtures, and other things in or around said 
building in the following mauner: Any stock- 
holder shall be allowed the present actual money 
cost to them, after deduct the amount of 
dividends in stock or money they may have re- 
ceived or the shares of stock nowin their pos- 
session may have been entitied to. 

Sec. 3. The present officers of the stockbolders 
of stock of the luter-State Exposition Company 
shall, and they are hereby ordered, to make 
tabuiated statements as follows: First, giving 
names of bolders of stock on che first day of 
June, 1882, and the number of shares to each 
holder; second, showing the gross receipts of 
all moneys and property received or required in 
any way or trom aey source gur the year 
— . June 1. 1882; third, show all disburse- 
ments of money. to whom and for what, and 
disposition of any property by gift, or used by 
suid company’s Officers, servants, or stockboild- 
ers; fourth, statement showing what. under 
laws existing during the life of the building to 
date, June 1, 1888, the assessable value of the 
building and appurtenances would have been 
each year since it was opened, bota city and 
State, and show wos the taxes on such 
would amount to with interest at the rate of 5 
per centum per annum up to Jone 1. 488. 
fifth statement giving account of moneys 
paid to officers, servants, or employés up to June 
1. 188&. Such amount shall be deducted from 
the amount of receipts as shown by the sworn 
statements to have been received, and the re- 
mainder, if any, shall be due and must be paid 
to the city in lieu of back and present taxes and 
ground rents justly due during the — in | 
uinety days after aforesaid statements sba 
bave been made. Such statements are to be 
made and sworn to on or before the Lith day of 
August, 1882. 

Seo. 4. On and after the day this ordinance 
shall bo introduced in the Council for action, no 
transfer of stock held by any officer, Director, 
or member of said luter-State Exposition Com- 
pany shall be made, or legal if made, until pine- 
ty days from the Ist day of July, 1882 

Seo. 5. This ordinance shall take effect upon 
its o, and shail bind the said Exposiuon 
Company to make special statements of the 
gross amount of moneys received from each and 
every show or exhibition, and from rent re- 
ceived from each and every railroad, as pro- 
vided in sec. 3 of this ordinance to the date 
of its passage. 

The ordinance was referred to the Committee 
on Public Grounds. 

The Committee on Public Grounds reported 
figainst letting the Second Regiment, I. N. G., 
have a part of the Lake Park on which to erect 
an armory. Action was deferred. 

The Committee on Printing recommended that 
the city advertising be given to the Press at 18 
cents a square inch.

Cranial Deformities, 
London Times. 

It has been long and well known that certain 
tribes alter the shape of the skulis of their chil- 
dren, making use for this pu of various 
mechanical contrivances 8o as by pressure to 
bring about that outline whick comes up to 
their viiar ideas of beauty. In the Narra- 
tiveort the Vor of Her Majesty's ao d Rat- 
tlesnake Mecgiliivray mentions (1862) having 
seen some skulls of children at Cape York al- 
tered into quite a conical hape by a constantly 
applied manual compression of their mothers. 
‘Lhe celebrated anatomist K. E. von Baer did not 
think this to be possible, and fancied there wust 
be some mistake inthe information given by 
the Scotch naturalist. It hbappous, however, that 
Dr. Miklucho-Maciay, a countryman, we believe, 
of Von Baer, woen visiting, in April, 1880, the 
islands of Torres Straits, bad an opportunity of 
seeing, at Mabiak, this strange operation per- 
formed on the beads of seve lateiy-born ef- 
dren. Durmg the Urst week of the ebiid’s life 
the mothers are accustomed to spend many 
hours of each day in compressme heads of 
their infante in u certain direction, with the ob- 
ject of giving them quite a conical shape.

Michael Breen, a roliing-mill hand, swore that 
the 5:30 p. m. whistle at the Stock-Yards blew a 
few minutes before the close of the ball game, 
and O’Brien was there then.

Police Officer Fitzmaurice, Star 234, knew 
O'Brien, and he knew he did not wear a mus- 
tache. 

The defendant. John O’Brien, took the stand. 
He swore that he worked in the converting shop 
of the Union Iron & Steel Company at Bridge- 
port. Was not ou strike, but was not working 
because the milis bad shut down for repairs. He 
“vas at the base-ball game, as testifie@ ts. Was 
not at Brighton; wore no mustache, either false 
or real; never was arrested, and did not carry a 
revolver. 

In cross-examination witness said he knew the 
other defendants. 


THE VIRTUE OF AN ALI. 


Mr. Sullivan moved for the discharge of 
O’Brien. The conductor and brakeman were 
the only witnesses who even pretended to iden- 
tify him, and they swore t the man who 
pointed the revolver at bim, and whom they 
thought was O’Brien, wore a mustache, and 
that it was not a false one. Besides this, a per- 
fect alibi had been proven by a cloud of unim- 
peachabie witnesses. Ihe Court said it was 
without doubt acase of mistaken identity, and 
O’Brien was accordingly discharged, 

This left McNamara, Mitcheil, and Murphy on 
ban. On behalf of McNamara, William Whalen.

Agent Doty. of the 
Pullman Company, was on the train und went 
through noting the men, and the Pullman Com- 
pany make the announcement that every man 
rdentitied will be promptly discharged. Edward 
Howley, the mau arrested and taken off the 
train at South Park, was tried yesterday before 
Justice Rees and tined $10 and costs.

Stocks Strong All Day on Ac- 
count of Covering by the 
Shorts. 


Money Two Per Cent, and Gould 
Reported Short of the 
Market. 


The Produce Markets Unusually Irreguiar— 
An Old-Fashioned Boom in Provis- 
ions, with Active Trading. 


Corn Stronger, Owing to Poor Weather in the 
West—Wheat Dull and Winter 
Easier. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were strong all day on account of cover- 
ing by the shorts. Nothing more was heard of 
the failures threatened towards the close of last 
week. Money was2 per cent, and no gold ship- 
ments were reported. Room traders had it that 
Gould was short ot the market. Incredible as 
this statement seems at first, it is not at ali im- 
possible. Nothing would bave been more like 
Gould than for him foreseening the drift of the 
market when he made his wondertul display last 
March of $73,000,000 to have supported his own 
specialties and to have hedged by going short of 
everything else he could sell. In fact, the leading 
Wall street cliques have beet playing this game 
very extensively. They have under the com- 
pulsion of dire necessity, supported their own 
stocks, but bave at the same time sold just as 
many of the other cliques, stocks as the market 
could take. This is a state of affairs that can- 
not last forever. If arising tide comes to float 
off these stranded craft, all will be well, but it 
will need a strong combination of good crops, 
foreign demand, and financial confidence to du 
it. 

4imost the only item of the day was the re- 
port that a new bull pool had been formed. 
Lake Shore was again, as ia the pegging episode 
of a few weeks ago, the leader of the market, 
and was steadily marked up, New York Ventral 
and Michigan Central following close after. 
There has not been any official declaration of a 
dividend in Lake Shore, notwithstanding the re- 
port to that effect. The meeting to decide the 
matter will not be heid until the last week of the 
mouth. 

Northern Pacific weakened under a drive by 
the bears, the cause of which was not explained. 
While the scalpers sold it in New York, good par- 
ties were buying it in Philadelphia. 

Wabash Pacific Railway earnings the first 
week in June were $238,801, against $286,899 last 
year, an increase of $1,902. 

A New York dispatch says that foreign ex- 
change continues quiet and steady, with rates 
for actual business ranging as follows: Prime 
bankers’ 60 days’ sterling, 4864 @486%; demand, 
489@489%; cables, 894@490; commercial, 4450 
485%. 

The Chicago & Northwestern earnings for the 
first week in June were $467,047, against $486,739 
last year, a decrease of $19,692. The Vice-Presi- 
dent of this company says: We do not expect 
to come up to the extraordinary earnings of last 
summer, and look for some decrease each week 
until the barvest. We are only surprised to find 
the last week’s loss so moderate.“ 

The earnings of the St. Paul, Minnesota & 
Manitoba Railway Company for the first week 
in. June, compared with those for the correspond- 
ing period last year, were in 1882 $201,600, and in 
1881 889.800. 

According to Windsor Hotel gossip, Mr. Gould's 
intimate friends say that while he believes the 
crops promise handsomely and will probably 
turn out satisfactorily, the fact remains that 
there is a lack of confidence. The news from 
the iron districts today is nevertheless much 
more reassuring. Many of the wills are evi- 
dentiy ready to resume this morning, and the 
end of the great strikes is near at hand. 

The Vanderbilt following figured up a net 
gain in the May earnings of the New York Cen- 
traland Lake Shore Koads compared with last 
year, notwithstanding the logs in gross earnings, 
through a great saving in the operating ex- 
penses. The increase in the east-bound tonnage 
from Chicago by the trunk lines last week of 
2,500 tons was mainly in provisions, and it was 
given out last night by promineat officials of the 
New York Central Road that the east-bound 
freights would be advanced largely July 1, as 
well as the west-bound. Lake Shore and New 
York Central stock loaned for I- right down to 
the close on Saturday, and Vanderbilt brokers in- 
sisted that they were not made artificially scarce. 
President Dillon, of the Union Pacific Road, 
stated the net earnings of this road were aver- 
aging fully 14 per cent, and that there was posi- 
tively no possibility of a warof rates between 
this company and the new Denver roads. A 
similar denial came from the management of 
the Quincy and the Atchison Roads. The North- 
ern Pacific Railway books will close today. 
Keene and Gould are said to have each been re- 
cent sellers of the common and preferred stock 
of the latter company. The foreign bankers 
said that London was trading very lightly in 
stocks in this market, and the foreign operators 
were generally merely looking on without doing 
much. Coal-mining is not to be restricted this 
week, and none of the companies have request- 
ed suspension during the remainder of the 
month. The managers here say they expect to 
have all the business they can do from July out 
on full time. The general stock on hand is less 
than last year at this time. They are pearly 
all sold up close, and the output 
this year will probably reach 28,000,000 tons, 
and equal that of last year. The Delaware & 
Hudson, Reading, Lackawanna, and Leghigh & 
Wilkesbarre Companies say they do not wish to 
stop minping again at all. The Delaware & Hud- 
son bas less stock on hand than before at this 
time in years, and has been unable to borrow 
coal from other companies to fill contracts. 
Dispatches from Scott Haven, Pa., say the 
miners in William L. Scott's colliery, who have 
been out eight weeks, are expected to signa 
new agreement today which was drawn up by 
Scott yesterday, and will resume work. 

The strength of the Vanderbilt and the weak- 
ness of the Gould stocks is explained by 
the Herald, It says that everybody is prepared 
to see Central, and Hudson, and Lake Shore pay 
the usual dividends (while everybody knows 
they haven't earned them); it is different with 
Mr. Gould’s stocks, which have neither earned 
dividends nor, in the brief span of a man's exist- 
ence, are they ever likely to do so. Mr. Vander- 
bilt will put his hand in his pocket to make up 
any necessary deficit; Mr. Gould will not. Act- 
ing upon these premises speculators for a turn 
thought it pretty safe to buy the Vanderbiits, 
but deuced risky to meddle with the Goulds. 

In pointing Out that the clearings, after making 
a good allowance for the Gooreased stock busi- 
ness of New York, have decreased 25 per cent in 
comparison With last year, the Public declares 
that there is very little reason to expect, in view 
of the rapid deciine in recent exchanges, that 
the comparison for June will be as favorabie as 
this. An important decline outside of New York 
is to be expected.

Louis yest „ a8 they usually bave at this 
time of the year. Other cities will bid for the 
wheat, and certainly get some ot t. This being 
conceded, there is one other poiat which clinches 
the argument. Farmers do not as a rule own 
thrashing-machines. They are obliged to wait 
their turn, no matter how big the yield may be 
or how anxious they may be to get their grain to 
market. A crop one bhugdred times larger than 
that of last year would scarvely furnish three 
times as much new wheat in July to primary 
markets, and if it did a large part would grade 
low, owing to not baving been through the sweat 
when it reached the Inspector. 

We note that St. Louis also reports the receipt 
yesterday of a car-load of new oats, which 
graded No. 2. 

The weather thus far in this season is said to 
be good for grass-feed, but poor for corn. The 
former fact is no small blessing. The hay crop 
of Illinois in 1880 is stated by the Springfield au- 
thorities to have been worth $22,600,000 
nearly, and the wheat crop of the State 
for the same year as worth 846.500. 
000. While these figures are possibly a 
long way from the@ruth tnere is reason to think 
that the proportion is about right. That is, the 
hay crop ot Lilinois is worth something like half 
as much as the wheat crop: and the proportion 
for the whple United States is probably evén 
more in favor of the gramineal as comparea 
with the cereal yield. 

H. K. Jackson, iu Dornbusch of May 80, says 
crop prospects all over the world are excellent, 
but sketches the (then) present situation as fol- 
lows: 

Something like a neck-and-neck race is now 
being run between demand and supply: the first 
follows close upon the last, and neither can 
separate from the other. All the efforts of ali 
the importers fail to carry forward supply. 
To home consumption is added an im- 
portant export of wheat. In all countries 
the wheat stock in mills are counted as small, 
each day of every week miliers are urged by 
their wants to buy fresn stock. June, July, and 
a part of August have to be provisioned, and 
wherewith todo this there is not a quarter of 
wheat too much, either in band or on passage. 
Farmers deliveries bave been well sustained, 
and the quantity is still a good weekly average, 
but the mixture of poor samples reserved to the 
last is a sign of exhaustion that is likely to be 
suddenly manifested when May is over. May is 
the month in which farmers make their last et- 
fort to clear out and market reserves. After 
May remnants are inconsiderable in most years, 
and thisseason, which bas never interrupted win- 
ter thrashing, the quantity of wheat ieft for 
June and July must be smaller tnam it is 
Osually.

The potato 
crop failed toa great extent during three suc- 
cessive autumns. The vulue of the crop of 1576,

12. 00.000 sterling. In the next year it fell 
to little more than 43.250.000. The year after 
it rallied slightly and was somewhat more 
than £7,500,000, still, however, not being much 
beyond half the average product. But in 1879 it 
snk to little more u £3,000,000; that is to 
say, to abuut quarter 2 an average crop. Here, 
then, we had three bad barvests, which 
ought to have probuced £38,000,000, in potatoes, 
really eg wed mucb uess than half that sum. 
Everything depends upon the potato in Lreland. 
The — 1 aped hardiy say. is occupied 
mainly by an agricultural population. There 
are but few large towns, and there is very little 
of manufacturing interest. There are about 
600,000 occupy ing tenant farmers and rather more 
than 500,000 laborers. These, with their families, 
it will be seen, represent the great bulk of the 
population, and to these the failure of the po- 
tato crop is something like destruction. 

The third and worst year of these disastrous 
three was passing through while the Conserva- 
tive Government were still in office, with Lord 
Beaconstieid at their head. They were urged 
and urged by the Irish members to take some 
liberal measures for the reflef of the terrible 
distress which was certain to be felt throughout 
the country. Ine English Parliament is not 
ready in measures of relief. Our doctrinaire 
views of political economy always come iu to 
cripple our best intentions.

land ot Ireland in the hands of one set of own- 
ers, each occupant being the proprictor of the 
ground be filled and improved. No doubt a 
great deal ot violent and extravagant talk was 
indulged in by some of the less responsi- 
ble members of the Land League in the 
beginning and afterward, but the pro- 
gram of the Land League itseif was 
simple and direct, and the immediate inten- 
tion of its founders was always clearly ex- 
pressed. Thatintention was to bring about a 
state of things which should compei Parliament 
to intervene and make some terms with the 
landiords which would lead to a gradual pur- 
chase of the land from them and its distribu- 
tion among the working rurai population. The 
Land Leage also intended as a nevessary part of 
its action to assist rack-rented tenants in resist- 
ing unreasonable demands and in protecting 
themselves against the terrors Of wholesale 
eviction. 

Lord Beaconsfield's Government did the very 
unwisest thing just then that it was possible for 
a Government to do. They singled out afew un- 
lucky speeches made bere and there by meim- 
bers of the Land League, and began a prosecu- 
tion against Mr. Davitt and several other iead- 
ers of the organization. The immediate 
etfect of this step was to give the Land 
League a magnificent advertisement in the 
face of the whole country. Ireland caught fire. 
The first great hope of the Land-League found- 
ers was achieved. 1 should say that some mem- 
bers of the Government, and chiefly the Secre- 
tary, Mr. J. Lowther, had made themselves par- 
ticulariy offensive to tbe Irish people by their 
way of treating the Land League and its lead- 
ers. Mr. Lowther had on one occasion told the 
House of Commons that a certain meeting held 
in Ireland was addressed vy a convict on ticket- 
Oot-lea ve. I Was in the House at the time, and 
I was really under the impression that by some 
strange mischauce a regular Bill Sikes, a very 
eonvict on ticket-of-leave, had turned up on 
some Land-League platform. It did not occur 
to me even to suppose tor a moment 
that by the convict on ticket-of-leave Mr. 
Lowther meant Mr. Michael Davitt. Mr. 
Davitt dad 1 4 political pris- 
oner, and be was undoubtedly released by the 
Government after much pressure had been 
brought to bear upon them, and bis release was 
accompanied by the usual formality of a ticket- 
of-leave. Literally, therefore, Mr. Lowther was 
right. But Mr. Michael Davitt was no more to 
be described as a convict on ticket-of-leave in 
any ordinary sense understood by reasonable 
men than Count Andrassy, the Hungarian 
Statesman, shouid be described now as a crim- 
inal who bad managed to escape the gallows. 
The prosecutions which the Government started 
were soon allowed to drop, their only effect 
baving been to give that splendid impulse which 
I have described to the movements of the Land 
League. The Parliament was ruuning to its 
close. Lord Beaconstield’s recent policy 
hud entangied the country in various 
toreign wars—the Afghan war, the South 
African troubles—und had brought Eugland 
at one time into great peril of a war with 
Russia. ‘The popularity of the Beaconsfieid 
Ministry was spent. The Pariiament of 1874 had 
come nearly to the end of its tether. One other 
full working session was ull it had at its dis- 
pusal. Lord Beaconsfield decided upon a disso- 
lution in the spring of 1880, and when the gen- 
erai elections took place it was found that the 
great Conservative majority was gone, and that 
Mr. Gladstone bad come back to power with a 
stronger political support than apy Minister had 
had for a number of years. 

Now, inorder to a clearer understanding of 
the events that followed, I beg the attention of 
my American readers to the fact that lu the suc- 
cess of the Liberal party and of Mr. Gladstone, 
Ireland and Irishmen in England bore u great 
part. Lord Beaconsfield bad irritated the Irish 
people beyond endurance by a manifesto which 
he issued on the eve of the electiqns, addressed 
to the Duke of Marlborougu! then Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, in which he de- 
dounced phe agitation going on in that country 
as someting worse than famine or pestilence. 
This, coming after the apathetic indifference of 
/ bis Governomentto Irisb distress, the rude and 
ribaid speeches of Mr. Lowther about Irish agi- 
tators, and the absurd and offensive prosecution 
which was set in motion against the leaders of 
the Land League, turned every Irishman abso- 
lutely against the Tories. The Home-Rule mem- 
bers of the House of Commons drew up a mani- 
festo in which they recommended Irishmen 
everywhere to vote against Lord Beaconstield’s 
Government. The injunction was faithfully 
tollowed. Ireland returned a large number of 
advanced Home Rulers, and returned them 
directiy under the influence of Mr. Parnell. 
Some of the most powerful, wealtoy,. and nigbiy- 
placed of Irish landiords were defeated im their 
own counties by young candidates previously 
unkoown to the public life, who carte forward 
simply on the recommendation of Mr. Parneil. 
Mr. Gladstone and hie Liberal colleagues knew 
well how much they owed to the efforts of 
Irishmen. Mr. Gladstone himself bad said to an 
Irish member just before the dissolution that all 
would depend upon the action of Ireland andof 
Irishmen in English constituencies. Mr. Giad- 
stone frankly said that if the Irish members aia 
not go with him, if Ireiand did not return repre- 
sentatives willing to go with him, he could not 
possibly nave a majority sulficient toenabie him 
we out a really liberal policy. There was 
even, I have heard, an idea among some intluenu- 
tial colleagues of Mr. Gladstone that in thé 
event of their coming into power an effort 
ought to be made to get one or twoof the Home- 
Rule members to join the new Liberal adminis- 
tration. At all eveats it is certain that the Lib- 
erais owed.their success in great part to Ireland 
and to Lrishmen, that Mr. Giadstone and bis col- 
leagues were aware of this fuct, and that they 
came into office, therefore, morally and polit- 
ically pledged to make every possible effort to 
« Satisfy the demands and remove the grievances 
of lreland. At this point 1 shall stop for the 
moment.

We worked continuous- 
ly, pumping the water into the vessel and pump- 
ing it out again, until June l. when there was evi- 
dence that the was extinguished. We were 
all about exhausted with our six days of ficht- 
ing tire."

THE COURTS. 


A Chance that Mr. Trask May Go 
to Joliet. 


The New Grand Jaury—The Stern Maur- 
der Case Set for Today. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Misoel- 
laneous Business, Etc. 


The Trask Case on Trial Again. 

The notorious Edward A. Trask was again 
brought to trial yesterday before Judge Gary 
and when court adjourned yesterday afternoon 
there were cheerful prospects for Trask’s con- 
viction and an extended excursion to Joliet. 
Trask, it will be remembered, was tried last 
term in conjunction with John P. Horr and M. 
B. McDonough. The jury was a queer one, but 
Horr and MebDonougu, against whom there was 
but little evidence, were the only ones 
they voted to acquit, and on Trask 
they disagreed. This time Trask was 
brought to trial singly and alone, and 
this, 2 — with the discovery ot some 
new and important evidence, leaves him ina 
very bad way. His attorney in the former trial 
has also deserted him, with the smallest fee ne 
ever received in bis life, it is said, and Trask 
89 represented by Eben F. Kunyaa. 

he testimony was of the same general drift as 
on the last trial, with the exception of two new 
witnesses, one for the prosecution and the other 
for the defense. The formet was Lee Rankin, 
an employé of the Park Theatre, who swore that 
while hanging about Trask’s office he saw the 
warehouse receipt for Mrs. Wagner's 1 
and was han the receipt, and told by ‘Trask 
to go to the Warehouse, get the goods, dispose of 
them, and ing the money to bim.

The Criminal Court. 

In Judge Gary’s court yesterday the indict- 
ment against Henry King fur larceny was nolie 
prossed; Isaac Greenebaum, indicted for the 
larceny of two notes from one of his real-estate 
customers, gave $1,000 bail upon each of two in- 
dictments, with Willis G. Jackson and Arthur W. 
Windett as sureties, and then had his case con- 
tinued until the September term of court; Ed- 
ward Keliey, indicted for robbery, gave $1,000 
bail, with Patrick Quinn and Peter Kelley as 
sureties. 

The case of Arthur Beno Stern, the wife-mur- 
derer, was to bave come up before Judge Rogers 
for trial yesterday, but Stern's attorney suc- 
ceeded in getting a continuance until today. 
There is some talk of Stern saving the risk of his 
neck by pleading guilty, and urging partial in- 
sanity and great provocation in exteuuation of 
the crime. 

George Guyon and David Jobnson, two of 
George Hankins’ gaming-house employés, who 
were found guilty last week, appeared before 
Judge Gray yesterday forenoon for the purpose 
of having sentence passed uponthem. John- 
son, through Mike McDonaid, made a piea for 
mercy. Mike said he bad served only as a door- 
keeper in the house, was on small salary, was 
not and never had been a gambler, and was a 
poor man without a dollar to pay a fine, bow- 
ever small. Jonnson backed up Mike's pleading 
witha sworn statement, but the Court was in- 
exorable, having once betore pointed out the 
way in which any of the guilty ones 
who were unable to ay ther fines 
might go to jail m default and sched- 
ule out. He condescended, however, to 
impose upon Jobnson the lowest fine which bas 
thus far been imposed in this class of cases— 
$100. Johnson was teken to jail, and ia a very 
short time thereafter scheduled out as a pauper 
and was discharged. In the case of George 
Guyon, a motion for a new trial having been 
overruled, a fine of $250 was imposed. An ap- 
peal was taken, Mike McDonald going upon the 
bond. The case of Dyer Smith and Hugh 
Dunne, which was set for trial by jury yester- 
day, went over until Monday, the chief witness 
for the prosecution, Capt. Bonfield, being busy 
in the riot cases before Justice Prindiville.

How to Seach the North Pole. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CxuicaGo, June 12.—I have a theory for reach- 
ing the North Pole, and though it may not be 
practicable (and it is probably not) I should like 
to suggest the plan, and have some of the wise 
explorers explain the difficulties in the way of 
executing it, and perhaps the suggestion may 
prove ahinttosome of our inventive genius 
whereby aroute to the pole may at length be 
opened. If, as it is claimed, the warm waters of 
the ocean pass from Torrid ‘Zone to 
the vicinit of. the e, and soon 
after congeal, forming the impenetrable icebergs 
which obstruct the passage of vessels, and their 
uneven surface and the extreme weather pre- 
vent an overiand passage, 9 not try to follow 
the warm current, which, it is claimed, reaches 
the open sea surrounding the North Pole? Sub- 
marine vesseis for war purposes have been con- 
structed which, it is claimed, can travel for long 
distances under water, carrying au armament 
of men and material, being stored with com- 
pressed air for breathing purposes, and elec- 
tricity or other power for locomotion. It is 
claimed that they can be navigated with great 
accuracy. Now, why would it not be possible to 
construct such a boat or vessel that could fol- 
low the current beneath the icebergs to the 
open Polar Sea? 

There may be many difficulties in the way, 
such aé tne ability to navigate without an op- 
portunity to take reckonings and the uurell- 
ableness of the compass in northern waters.

BURNED AT THE STAKE. 


The One Hundredth Anniversary of the 
Death of a Martyr to Indian Atroc- 
ities — How Col. William Crawford 
Was Tortured to Death. 

Philadelphia Ttmes. 

Upper SANDUSKY, O., June 10.—One hundred 
years ago Col. William Crawford suffered all the 
agonies that Indian cruelty could inflict. He 
was burned at the stake, and the news of his 
death cast a gioom all along the frontier. Five 
years ago, at Crawford Township, on the spot 
where the fatal stake was driven, a monument 
bearing this inscription was erected:

In Memory of 
Col. Crawford, 
Who was burnt by the Indians in this 
Valiev 
June 11, A. D. 1782. 


Today the Pioneer Association of Wyandot 
County observed the one bundredth anniversary 
of his death with appropaiate exercises. The 
story of Col. Crawford's sufferings is one of ex- 
treme cruelty. He was captured by the Dela- 
ware Indians, and the warriors decided that he 
must die. But before they could carry out their 
decree it was necessary to obtain the consent of 
the Wyandots. The Deiaware Indians were ten- 
ants-at-willin the Wyandots’ country, and burn- 
ing at the stake was an obselete custom with 
them. Without the consent of the Half King 
the captors of Col. Crawford did not dare to in- 
flict the death penalty. A messenger, bearing a 
belt of wampum, was sent to the Half King with 
the following message: “Uncle! We, your 
nephews, the Lenni Lenape (the Indian name of 
the Delawares), salute you ina spirit of kind- 
ness, love, and respect. Uncle! We have 
a project in view which we ardently wish 
to accomplish if our uncle will not over- 
rule us! By returning the wampum we will 
have your pledged word.“ Half King, couclud- 
ing it was a contemplated expedition ofa Dela- 
ware war party iotending to strike some of the 
white settlements, returned the belt to the mes- 
sepger, saying: “Say to my nephews they have 
my pledge.“ This was # death warrant to the 
unfortanate Crawford. 

As soon as the fleet runner had returned from 
the Half King’s village with the now torture- 
empowering belt of wampum Col. Crawford was 
burried forth to his place of torture. It was on 
the lith day of June, and the afternoon was 
well spent when Crawford, under escort of his 
tormentors, arrived at this very memorabie 
spot of ground. They here met many Wyan- 
dots from the Half King’s town, and men, 
squaws, and children from the Delaware village, 
over which Capt. Pipe ruled. A fire was brightly 
burning. Crawford was stripped naked and or- 
dered to sit down near the fire. The Indians 
now beat him with their fists and sticks. The 
fatal stake—a post about fifteen feet high—had 
been set firmly in the ground and piles of bick- 
ory poles, thicker than a man's thumb ana from 
eight to tweive feet long, lay at the distance of 
four or five yards from the stake. Crawford's 
hands were tied behind his back. A strong rope 
was produced, one end of which was fastened to 
the ligature between his wrista and the other 
tied to the t near the ground. The rope was 
long enough to permit him to walk around the 
stake several times and then return. Crawford, 
observing these terrible preparations, called to 
Simon Girty, who sat on horseback at a distance 
of afew yards from the tire, and asked him if 
the Indians were going to burn him. Girty very 
coolly replied in the affirmative. Crawford heard 
the reply with firmness, merely observing that 
be would bear it with fortitude. When the poles 
had been burned asunder in the middle Capt. 
Pipe arose and addressed the crowd in a tone of 
great energy and with animated gestures, point- 
ing frequentiy to Crawford, who regarded him 
with unruffiéd composure. As soon as he bad 
ended his harangue a loud whoop burst from 
the assembled throng, and all m a rush for 
the unfortunate prisoner. When they left him 
his ears were gone and biood was streaming 
from the cruel wounds. 

A terribie scene of torture now began. The 
warriors shot charges of powder into his naked 
body, commencing with the calves of his legs 
and continuing to his neck. Three or four In- 
dians by turns would take up one of the burn- 
ing pieces <7 and apply the burning end 
to his naked body, already burnt black with 
powder. These tormentors presented themselves 
on every side of him, so that whichever way 
he ran round the post they met nim with the 
burning brands. Some of the squaws took 
broad pieces of bark, upon which they could 
carry a quantity of burning coals and hut em- 
bers, and threw on bim, so that in a short 
time he had nothing but coals of fire and hot 
ashes to walk upon! In the midst of these ex- 
treme tortures Crawford calied to Girty and 
begged of him to shoot him through the heart. 
Don't you see 1 have no gun, Colonel?” re- 

lied the white savage monster, bursting into a 
oud laugh, and then turning to an Indian be- 
side him, be uttered some brutal jests upon the 
naked and miserable appearance of the suffer- 
ing prisoner and seemed delighted at the borrid 
scene. The terribie scene had now lasted more 
than two hours, and Crawford had become very 
much exhausted. He walked slowly around the 
stake upon his fiery pathway, and in a low tone 
of voice earnestly besought God to pardoh all 
his sins and have mercy on his soul. His nerves 
had lost much of their sensibility and he no 
longer shrunk from the fire-brands with which 
his tormientors incessantiy touched him. At 
length he sank in a fainting fit upon bis face and 
lay motioniess. Instantly an Indian sprang 
upon bis back, knelt lightly upon one knee, 
made a circular incision with bis knife upon the 
crown of his bead, and. clapping the knife be- 
tween his teeth, tore the scalp off with both 
bands. Scarcely had this been done when a 
withered old hag approached wi a piece of 
bark full of coals ana burning ‘embers and 
poares therm upon the crown of his head. now 
aid bare to the bone.
